ACCUSED OF ISSUING 
WORTHLESS CHECK 


Hearing Delayed for an 
Hour While Process Serv- 
er Makes Futile Effort to 
Find Defendant. 


Irving L. Spencer, attorney and 
former voluntary prohibition in- 
former, was disbarred trom the 
practice of law by Circuit Judge 
O'Malley this afternoon, following 
conclusion of a hearing at which 


testimony was presented, in sup- 
port of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion’s petition for his disbarment, 
that Spencer had withheld a total 
of $173, due six clients. 

Spencer, who had filed a general 
denial of the Bar Association’s 
charges, did not appear in court and 
the trial was delayed an hour while 

process server was sent to 
search for him. The process server 
reported Spencer had not been at 
the given address for’ several 
months. 

There were nine counts in the 
petition against Spencer, eight al- 
leging that he withheld $294 due 
clients and one that he issued an $8 
check, knowing he did not have that 
much in the bank on which the 
check was drawn. 

After testimony was given in six 
of the counts, George F. Wise, rep- 
resenting the Bar Association, an- 
nounced a seventh complaintant, B. 
L. Easton, had died since the peti- 
tion was filed. Judge O’Malley 
commented: “You already have 
enough here for a disbarment,” and 
Wise indicated he would not pur- 
sue the remaining three charges. 

Spencer, who was admitted to the 
bar in 1923, frequently has appeared 

as attorney for Communists and 
also has represented the Civil Lib- 
erties Union. 

In June, 1934, he appeared as a 
‘defense witness in the trial of Verne 

~R. C..Lacy, an attorney specializing 

in the practice of criminal law, who 
was acquitted by a jury of a charge 
of corrupting a juror in the trial of 
Paul Richards. Richards was ac- 
quitted of a charge ‘of kidnaping 
Alexander Berg for ransom, but 
later was disbarred by the Missouri 
Supreme Court for acting as a go- 
between in the kidnaping case.

The Emperor’s proclamation was 
read from the balcony of his pal- 
ace by his Chancellor, Haile Wol- 
deroufe, after an emergency session 
of his Crown Council. It said: 

“Soldiers, group yourselves under 
your chiefs, obey them with one 
heart, repulse the invader! 

“Those who because of infirmi- 
ties or feebleness cannot participate 
actively in this sacred struggle can 
assist by their prayers. 

“The opinion of the whole world 
is revolted by this unprovoked ag- 
gression against Ethiopia. 

“God will be with us! Long live 
the Emperor and Ethiopia!” 


Drums, Couriers Carry Word. 


Over the primitive communica- 
tions system—by drums, couriers 
and town criers—the word spread 
through Ethiopia. 

Masses of Ethiopian warriors al- 
ready hold positions on _ distant 
frontiers of the empire, vordering 
on Italian Eritrea and Somaliland. 

Dedjazmatch Yousef, Ethiopian 
commander at Aussa, came here 
with 12,000 troops from Bati and 
Wollo provinces. Ras Kabbada 
came from Iferata with 15,000 war- 
riors. Dedjazmatch Woadado ar- 
rived from Dessie with a force of 
12,000 men, as did Dedjamatch Em- 
batcho from the Amhara Province 
of Sayent on the edge of the Dana- 
kil desert, with a force of 10,000. 

Town criers read the decree on 
every corner in the capital. At the 
same time the call was published 
in towns and villages throughout 
the country. Church bells tolled 
while priests said prayers for vic- 
tory. 

Menelik’s War Chest Released. 

The proclamation automatically 
released for national defense an 
enormous secret war treasure left 
by former Emperor Menelik, includ- 
ing 10,000,000 gold lira indemnity, 
paid to Menelik after his victory 
,at Aduwa. 

' Feudal chiefs, dressed in lion 
'skins, together with thousands of 
lesser warriors, girded with swords 
and rhinoceros shields, responded 
to the solemn call to arms. 

Aids of the Emperor had esti- 
mated that at least 2,000,000 war- 
riors would answer the call. 

The mobilization day dawned 
brilliantly, and the hot African sun 
dissipated rain clouds enveloping 
the mountains and dried up the 
muddy streets. 

The rhythmic booming of lion- 
skin mobilization drums, silent 
since Menelik roused the nation to 
arms against Italy in 1896, echoed 
throughout Addis Ababa. It was 
taken up by professional drum- 
beaters on the crests of mountains 
surrounding the capital. 

Mounted couriers raced over des- 
erts, across fields and through ra- 
vines, carrying the call to nomadic 
tribes. Shepherds dropped their 
staffs and seized rifles, leaving 
their flocks to men too old or weak 
to fight. 


Chiefs galloped into villages and 
jungles, hastily organizing warriors 
for battle. Mules, horses and 
camels, hurriedly brought from the 
fields, were mobilized like men. 

The word throughout the empire 
was the Emperor’s Amharic word 
“Kitet,” which means, close ranks 
unite. 

Witch Medicin. for Warriors. 

People of the most remote. vil- 
lages of the kingdom, ranging from 
Paran Negroes of Wallega province, 
who eat alligators, to the wiid 
tribes of Wallamo province, who 
devour hippopotamuses, were mo- 
bilized. 

Gray-bearded, bent veterans of 
Aduwa, now too old for wars, gave 
their magic amulets to sons and 
grandsons. Aged witches with more 
faith in sorcery than nature gave 
their kinsmen secret herbal medi- 
cines to heal wounds. 

Thousands of sheep were being 
slaughtered and their blood blessed 
by priests as sacrifices for victory. 
Pagan tribes flocked to sacred 
trees for inspirational communion 
with the spirits. 

Women prepared food and goat’s 
tallow for the march. Their men- 
folk packed buffalo skin blankets 
which also serve as beds. 

Here the muyor and his army 
patroled the streets to insure or- 
der. Tribal chiefs with lion manes, 


riding gorgeously decked mules 

and horses, paraded to the palace.

Priests, fired by the belief that 


ADUWA SCENE OF ITALIAN 
DEFEAT BY ETHIOPIANS IN 
1896; POPULATION 3000

DUWA, which Emperor 

Haile Selassie charged Ital- 

ians bombarded from the 
air today, was the scene of the 
crushing Italian defeat of March 
1, 1896. It is 35 miles from the 
vaguely-defined border of Eri- 
trea and 110 miles inland from 
Massaua, the Italian coastal 
base. 

The city is in the Province of 
Tigre. Its elevation is nearly 
6500 feet and it has a population 
of about 3000. It has been the 
chief post of trade between the 
interior of Tigre and the coast. 


Adigrat, another city which 
the Emperor charged was 
bombed, is the capital of the 
District of Agame, in Tigre. It 
consists of about 50 huts, and 
is situated where the principal 
ridge of the Ethiopian plateau 
begins its descent toward the 
coast. Its altitude is 8585 feet.

She then said, “I will neither af- 
firm nor deny this. What I have to 
say, I will say in court.” 

Asked whether she had any part 
in taking Anna Ware's baby from 
the home of Mrs. Rebecca Winner, 
6015 Maple avenue, the night of 
Aug. 17, Mrs. Berroyer said she did 
not. She denied knowing Wilfred 
Jones, lawyer, who arranged for 
bringing Anna Ware to St. Louis 
from Philadelphia, and taking her 
infant for “adoption.” She said also 
that she did not know Mrs. Win- 
ner and Attorney Carl M. Dubinsky, 
a relative of Mrs. Winner, who is 
named as a respondent in Anna 
Ware's suit.

BOSTON, Oct. 3. — The new 
“teacher’s oath” law of Massachu- 
setts was defied last night by Dr, 
Kirthley F. Mather, Harvard geolo- 
gist, who declared he would refuse 
to take an oath of allegiance to the 
State and national constitutions. 

Dr. Mather, also director of the 
Harvard Summer School, said he 
was convinced that a compulsory 
oath law such as the last Legisla- 
ture prescribed for the 40,000 pub- 
lic and private school and college 
teachers of the State, “violated his 
constitutional rights as a citizen 
and a teacher.” 

The State Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, Dr. Payson Smith, said the 
law contained no penalties. En-

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Alice and the Brookings Institution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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FAIR WEATHER. 


Speaking informally at Los Angeles, Mr. Roosevelt 
said: “We have come through stormy seas to fair 
weather.” The metaphor is old. Truth is ageless. 
There was truth in the figure. 

At Fremont, Neb., a few days before, Mr. Roosevelt 
dwelt at length on the happier change in conditions. 
He was addressing a farm audience. He was making, 
properly enough, a campaign speech. He isa candi- 
date for re-election. His present swing around the 
circle, in the third year of his administration, has 
become an official custom—a sort of traditional grand 
tour. 

How did the Nebraska audience react? Arthur 
Brisbane, moralizing on that point in his column, 
remarked that the farmer is not emotional. But, 
living as he does, cheek-by-jowl with the realities, 
the farmer is susceptible to facts. The facts, as Mr. 
Roosevelt related them, may not be challenged. 

The farmer is no longer “threshing 30-cent wheat 
and shelling 20-cent corn,’ as he was three years ago, 
on the occasion of Mr. Roosevelt’s previous visit. The 
farmer has money in his pocket.’ “The record is 
there,” in the President’s words, “‘to prove the case— 
an increase of $1,800,000,000 in farm cash income in 
1933 over 1932; $1,900,000,000 in 1934 over 1932, and 
an estimated $2,400,000,000 increase in 1935 over 
1932. That makes a total increase of $5,300,000,000 
over what the farmer’s income would have been if 
the 1932 level had been continued.” 

That is how the farmer has fared under the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act. Other factors, it was ac- 
knowledged, had contributed. Whether AAA, as it is 
known, is sound is debatable. Its constitutionality is 
questioned. The jingling results are here. 

Republican testimony may be offered. Senator 
Arthur Capper of Kansas say the AAA is “a god- 
send to farmers.” He is a competent witness. The 
farmer is, and has been, his client. As a successful 
publisher of farm papers, Mr. Capper has for years 
been trying to find a solution for the problems of 
agriculture. So, too, has his party. The farmer's 
depression, as Mr. Roosevelt observed at Fremont, 
did not begin with the market crash of 1929. It 
started back in 1920. Regularly as the presidential 
campaigns rolled around, reassuring platform pledges 
have been made to the farmer. Many plans have 
been proposed. Some of them have been passed by 
Congress, in a sincere effort to keep the faith. They 
have been vetoed by Republican Presidents, in the 
equally sincere belief that they were impracticable. 
Meantime, the farmer sanli deeper and deeper in the 
economic mire. 

Now, at last, he is on his way toward what is called 
a parity with industry. Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace has described the processing tax as the farm- 
ers’ protective tariff; that it is doing for agriculture 
what the tariff has done for industry. If the hateful 
term of subsidy applies in either instance, it applies 
in both. 

Again, in the vital aspect of financing his business, 
the Government has come effectively to the farmer's 
assistance. There is another long story. Impressed 
by the injustice of terms and interest rates of farm 
loans, William Howard Taft years ago made a spe- 
cial study of Europe’s rural credit associations—a 
system, he believed, that could be adapted to Amer- 
ican requirements. The late Frederick Gardner of 


Missouri, as a manufacturer and farmer, so vividly | 


dramatized the inequity of the farmer's plight with 
his “Land Bank Dill” that the people elected him 
Governor. Like many another progressive venture, 
the Gardner proposal for enabling the farmer to bor- 
row money on equal terms with the manufacturer 
or merchant was lost in the thunder and hysteria 
of the World War. Today a Farm Credit’ Associa- 
tion is functioning, to the substantial benefit of the 
farmer.

UICE for the lamps of a million farms 
—to start with—and, at the same stroke, 
jobs for city folk in thousands of fac- 
tories. That, in a nutshell, is the objective 
of the rural electrification program to 
which Uncle Sam is just turning. 

Lighting the farm is not just a farmer’s 
problem. The bulb that shines in his liv- 
ing room, his electric milker and other ap- 
pliances, are all made in city shops, Let 
me tell of an actual experiment which illus- 
trates what farm electricity may. do to- 
ward lifting us out of the doldrums, 

About 10 years ago, few farms had elec- 
tricity—about 16,000 out of over 6,000,000. 
A group of men in the University of Minne- 
sota and the utility company nearby organ- 
ized a plan to extend more power into a 
small farm area around Red Wing. The 
line was only 6.2 miles long, with 10 cus- 
tomers. But here is what it meant to the 
man in town: These farmers laid out an 
average of $341.98 each for wiring their 
homes. That was $3419.80. Then they spent 
a total of $21,000 on equipment. 

This money went to 79 manufacturing 
plants all over the United States, One 
farmer bought 23 different items—including 
an electric range, washing machine, dairy 
barn equipment, water softener, hay hoist, 
corn sheller and a number of other motors. 
Notice there was no refrigerator, vacuum 
cleaner, toaster, electric ironer—all of which 
he may have bought since, The smallest of 
these farmers bought nine pieces of equip- 
ment, almost none of thnem_ household, 
These also probably came later, This little 
incident—just 10 farmers getting electricity 
—reveals the potentialities of farm elec- 
trification as a means of stimulating non- 
farm industry. 
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The United States Government hopes to 
bring in, in the near future, light to 1,000,- 
000 additional farms—only 734,000 are now 
getting current. To do this it has set up 
the REA—the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration—with $100,000,000 in its jeans to 
carry on the job. That job consists, first, 
of selling to farmers everywhere the advan- 
tages of electrification, and then selling the 
electric power industry the advantages of 
supplying power. 

There won’t be very much arguing neces- 
sary to sell this to the farmer’s wife. In 
town, there are movements to secure for 
husky he-workers the blessings of the 30- 
hour week. The ubiquitous statistician has 
been watching the farm woman work and 
has found her averaging 64 hours a week. 
The great bulk of this work is cooking, 
house-cleaning, laundry. Farmers are will- 
ing to make sacrifices to own a vacuum 
cleaner, electric washer, an electric churn 
and an electric light to lift a little the bur- 
den of ceaseless work which weighs down 
the farm woman, 

But can the farmer afford these things”? 
G. C. Neff, of the Wisconsin Light & Power 
Co., is a leader in the field of rural] elec- 
trification. When I asked him this ques- 
tion, he said: 

“In the early davs of the automobile, 
there were people who would tell you that 
the farmer wouldn’t buy cars. Why buy 
gasoline when he could raise feed for his 
horses right on his place? Yet as far back 


as 1920, in a census of 1,979,000 farms, the 
census men found 2,146,353 passenger Cars. 
Ten years later, covering 3,650,000 farms, 
they found 4,134,675 autos. 

“Tor the same reason that he operates 
a car, the farmer will use electricity. It 
isn’t just a matter of convenience and 
better living. Farm electrification means 
money saved. We can show the farmer 
that drinking bowls for the cows increase 
butterfat and mean money in pocket; that 
an inch of water pumped on the land for 
a dollar or two an acre means bigger and 
better yield.” 

Down in the Mississippi Valley, a survey 
in a typical farm district showed that six 
out of every 10 farms had automobiles; 
four in 10 had telephones. But, strangely, 
only one farm out of 10 had water on tap. 
This explains why nime farms out of 10 
don't have sanitary bathrooms. Electric 
pumps mean running water and sanitary 
plumbing for the farmer and jobs for the 
plumber. It is estimated that to supply 
all the farms in America with modern bath- 
room equipment, the manufacturers would 
have to work without stopping for seven 
years. 

* * * 

Morris Llewellyn Cooke, who has been 
named by the President to direct the REA, 
is a distinguished consulting engineer who 
has spent many years in the study of utility 
operations and rates. Because Mr. Cooke 
has been friendly to the general idea of 
Government ownership of power, I asked 
that he clear up that point in its relation 
to his present job. He said: 

“The REA has nothing to do with any 
controversy about the form of ownership 
of utilities. We are out to create as many 
users of electric current as we can and to 
make as many customers for electric appli- 
ances as possible. We are not concerned 
with who supplies the current. 

“At present, @lmost all the power is sup- 
plied by private utility companies, although 
some. is supplied by municipal generating 
plants. If an application comes for funds 
to bring service into a rural area that is 
being served now by some company, that 
project is declared out instantly. We are 
not interested in setting up competition. 
We will not build generating plants. We 
limit ourselves to applications from terri- 


tory without service but which can be 
served by existing plants. 
“Of course, there are many farms in 


neighborhoods too sparsely settled to afford 
power. There are farmers too poor to pay 
for it. But there are over 5,000,000 farms 
and at least 1,000,000 non-farms in rural 
areas without electricity. We hope to bring 
wires into 1,000,000 of these in the next 
year or two. For every dollar spent on 
building lines, at least another dollar and a 
half will be spent on appliances.” 

Sweet are the uses of electricity. Light 
on the American farm will shine into the 
workrooms of countless industries in every 
state in the Union.

Residen- 
tial customers are expected to bene- 
fit $60,000 annually by the new 
rates. Electrical costs, on a grad- 
uated scale, are to range from 2 
to 6 cents per kilowatt hour under 
the residential rates.

type, in Greenwich Village, New. 
York. It was called a club, but real- 
ly was only a restaurant where cus- 
tomers, if they bought food and 
coffee, could use the tables and 
chairs for card games. Like all 
clubs, this one had its weird assort- 
ment of types; the hangers-on, who 
preferred play to work; the unat- 
tached young women, on the look- 
out for matrimony; the clerks and 
wage earners who worked hard for 
eight hours and then sought relaxa- 
tion at the card table; and, finally, 
the venerable patriarch who sat 
evening after evening and watched 
the young people play (cards). 

At times the club was one man 
short of a foursome, and while the 
three candidates groaned at the 
prospect of a three-handed game, 
they were shocked to hea their pa- 
triarch offer to make the fourth. 
Although the would-be players were 
dubious, any game is better than no 
game, so they would accept and the 
game would begin. The patriarch 
would surprise them all by playing 
beautifully. Why not? He hears 
both sides of every argument. 

Breaking Silence. 

An important part of any good 
kibitzer’s makeup is self-control. No 
matter how he suffers when he 
hears horrible bids, he must say 
nothing. Even the most objection- 
able kibitzers are well enough 
versed in the art of silence to hold 
their peace until the end of a hand. 
But one kibitzer, who was so inter- 
ested in the game that he forgot he 
was only watching it, broke silence 
and created one of the finest come- 
dies, and legal tangles, I ever have 


seen.

An 
appeal was made to North and 
South, but they could not remem- 
ber who had doubled. Finally, all 
four players in desperation turned 
to the kibitzer, thinking he might 
remember, but there was no 
kibitzer.

| These figures were determined as 
'a result-of a house-to-house canvass 
@mong 12,000 families in eight large 
‘cities and two small communi- 
‘ties These figures are somewhat dif- 
‘ferent from those which had previ- 
‘ously been published based on 
‘death rates and reports of commu- 
/nicable diseases. 
| As may be remembered, during 
the Hoover administration it was 
pointed out that in spite of the de- 
pression, the death rate and health 
of the American people were im- 
‘proving. This was ascribed to relief

| measures. The present reports 
‘seem to indicate that the two 
/barometers—death rates and re- 


ports of communicable diseases— 
are not sufficient to tell the whole 
story. 

A typical report is that from 
Pittsburgh, which showed that fam- 
ilies, all of whom were comfortable 
in 1929, had, in 1932, an index of 80 
points of disabling disease among 
the comfortable, 120 among the 
poor, and 180 for those on relief. 


Questions From Readers. 

A. B. C.: “What causes lumbago? 
Is there any help for it? What kinds 
of food cause it?” 

Answer: Lumbago is a_ very 
vague term, often used for any pain 
in the back. In more exact termi- 
nology, it is an inflammation of the 
muscles and tendons of the spine. 
Most cases are probably due to fo- 
cal infection elsewhere in the body, 
lighting on the muscles. The teeth, 
tonsils, gall bladder and prostate 
gland should be investigated. Foods 
have nothing to do with-it. Most 
cases recover more rapidly after 
the focal infection is removed. Mas- 
sage and heat are useful.

’Sour---Sweet 


The cuisine of Alsace-Lorraine is distinguished for its 


sour-sweet dishes in which the French and German 
traditions of cooking are deliciously combined 


by BOB BROWN

sace-Lorraine, sandwiched between 

France and Germany, has been fought 
over for hundreds of years—history call- 
ing it French in one century and German 
the next. Just now Alsace happens to 
belong to France; but that doesn’t mean 
that sauerkraut is called Liberty cab- 
bage there, or that Strassbourg dark 
beer and pigs’ knuckles are presently 
frowned down; rather, they are gulped 
down. 

In Alsace, echt Deutsch delicatessen 
and French bon bouches appear amic- 
ably on the same tale every day in 
every way, no matter how stout Berliners 
and Muncheners may rail at the frip- 
peries of Parisian cooking, or French 
chefs sniff in return at the heavy meals 
of their neighbors. So far as food and 
drink are concerned, Alsace remains neu- 
tral ground. 

In the city of Strassbourg, that great 
center of Alsatian gourmandizing, Teu- 
tonic and Celtic cuisines are used inter- 
changeably. The menu is .divided be- 
tween them, and so, too, is the table, 
for both French and German legs are 
tucked under the same mahogany. Dain- 
ty Parisian serviettes and Teutonic damp 
napkins, big as tablecloths, are tucked 
indiscriminately under the same food- 
loving chins; and square meals are en- 
joyed by all, not only square—but cubic. 

On the menu appear such seeming in- 
consistencies as frogs’ legs and cabbage; 
even snails and sauerkraut meet and em- 
brace in the same casserole. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Strassbourg is the town 
where sauerkraut originated, and is it 
proud of that? Ever since the Middle 
Ages the national dish has been Chou- 
croute Garni, chiefly sauerkraut, al- 
though sausage and fat strips of Strass- 
bourg bacon are added, to make a most 
delicious dish. | 

Here each dish and race gains from 
the contrasting taste and culinary ex- 
cellence of the other. The mingled 
cuisine is distinguished for dishes “sour- 
sweet,” a two-in-one table where both 
wine and beer are used in cooking and 
drinking. 

Everywhere =< lavish menu is offered. 
That is, everywhere it can be afforded. 
Beginning with distinctive Hors d’oeuvre 
Alsacien, a potage or Bisque d’Escrev- 
isses (creamed tray-fish soup) followed 
by succulent fish pates, of trout and 
carp; stuffed crabs and other distinctive 
dishes such as goose liver and eggs 
beaten together and lightly poached in 
Klevner wine which resembles Tokay. 

Alsatian partridge then appears, as 
notable an indigenous specialty as local 
pate-de-foie gras and sauerkraut, This 
bird, as festive a fowl as our own 
Thanksgiving turkey, is chosen for its 
plumpness and then larded besides, for 
all cooking of this exceptional province 
is distinguished not only by being “sour- 
sweet” but “fat-fine” as well. 

Cabbage and peeled grapes are cooked 
together in the casserole and the part- 
ridge is further enriched with braised 
goose liver, crisped bacon and black but- 
ter. ‘It is served with sour-cream sauce 
and potato croquettes. And for dessert 
perhaps Crepes Suzettes—with beer! 
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Sweet-sour, sour-sweet, the appetite is 
kept alive and eternally guessing. 

Both the beer and wine of Alsace and 
Lorraine flow as peacefully together as 
they do along the banks of the Rhine. 
The wines, in fact, are of the Rhine or 
Hock type, light and dry, best with 
luncheon. The beers, both light and 
dark, being German in origin, naturally 
are the best to be found in France. 

Having sampled Alsatian partridge, we 
must proceed at once to the goose, for 
that is the local bird of birds, as ro- 
mantically respected as those  Strass- 
bourg storks that nest in every chimney 


top. They are even more dear to the 
Alsatian heart, for goose must be eaten, 
while storks are unpalatable. 

Geese are especially esteemed for two 
by-products, feathers for warm beds and 
livers for gourmets. Every: Alsatian has 
a goose or two, but they aren't kept in 
the parlor. At night they are cooped up 
behind the house, even in the cities, but 
at daybreak are herded off to gobble 
June bugs all over the lush countryside. 
Though individually owned, they are 
tended communally, usually by a boy. 

Through heavy feeding, the goose 
finally becomes nothing but an animated 
liver. Then he is butchered and careful- 
ly separated into feathers and foie 
d‘oie, each component part of him worth 
almost its weight in silver. This goose 
liver (foie d’oie) appears not only at the 
meals, but in toothsome snacks munched 
all day long and often accompanied by 
mighty mugs of beer—for there an 
affinity between them. 

Although the livers of American geese 
never grow so large and delicate, an ex- 
cellent Alsatian snack can be provided 
for a party with beer, as follows: 

Strassbourg Sandwich. 

One goose liver. 

Rye bread. 

Two tablespoons 
butter), 

Lettuce. 

One cup aspic, diced. 

Truffles, sliced. 

Six stuffed olives, sliced thin. 

Fry goose liver, then chill and cut in 
slices three-eighths inch thick. Cut 
rounds of rye bread a little wider and 
slightly thinner than the liver - slices:

In this simple sandwich recipe there 
is internal evidence of the Franco-Ger- 
manic tie-up in the successful mating of 
truffles, outstandingly French, and rye 
bread, as undeniably German. And these 
two ingredients are essential in the 40 
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classic recipes for preparing pate-de-foie- 
gras which translates literally “fat liver 
pie.” 3 

The secret was first discovered by the 
locally-sainted pastry cook, Doyen, who 
also invented an Alsatian apple-puff of 
super-excellence. Doyen mixed the finest 
truffles Known, those from the French 
Province of Perigord, with the great 
goose liver of Strassbourg and thus set 
the standard for all time. 

Pates, confits, canapes, compotes, sub- 
lime sausages, herring salad, sea food 
specialties, Munster and other exciting 
cheeses, snacks and _ salubrious’ knick- 
knacks of all sorts make the Strassbourg 
table groan as loudly as a Swedish 
smorgasbord. In sandwiches alone there 
is an unbelievable variety both in taste 
and color, and to make a whole rainbow 
of these is quite as easy in New York 
as in the Alsatian capital: 

Pousse Cafe Sandwiches. 
loaf rye bread.

One loaf Swedish rye bread.

The gourmets of Strassbourg still go 
in for gaudy dishes that are laborious to 
prepare. 

Scallops are thus turned into cherries, 
hard-boiled eggs painstakingly shaped 
into pears, apples and peaches. Walnut 
shells of aspic are filled with anchovy 
butter; orange and lemon skins are 
stuffed with creamed salmon and aspic 
that take two days to prepare. These 
fish fruits finally are heaped on a gay 
platter decorated with fresh fruit leaves 
and served with mustard sauce. 

Besides a bewildering orchard of imi- 
tation fruits, there are as many com- 
potes made of the real thing. Mirabelle 
plums are served as the base for dis- 
tinctive Alsatian desserts. 

A famous pudding named Gougloff is 
the specialty of the ancient town of 
Colmar. It rivals the English plum pud- 
ding, though it is a celestial sort of baba 
au rhum, without the rum, a spongy 
fruity delicacy designed to increase the 
thirst for delicate cordials of which there 
is no end; raspberry, wild cherry, peach, 
plum, strawberry, elderberry and _ bill- 
berry.
